Hydrogen gue has been indleated and
& rare element calted hellum, recently
detected o ‘the voleanio rocks on the
parth, has been seen. ' Of whatever
substances the corons may be com-
posed, and whatever may be the true
pature of its physical and chemlcal
constitution, it {s certain that it s of
great tenults  So rare fs it that comets
in thelr swift-fight around the sun
have beon known to pass through (t
without sensible resistance. Sur-
rounding the sun ls & gaseous sub-
wtance' termed by astronomers the
uchromosphere,’ Tt 15 belleved to be
from five to ten thousand miies derp.
Projecting through this chromosphere
‘are obmerved with total eclipses the
ghoots or limbs, which rise often to a
helght of 100,000 miles with amnaing ra-
pidity. To the accurte abservation
of this paramount feature of the pelipsn
every appliance of the instrument mak-
ers. arl, combined with the astrono-
mors’ knowledge was directed in the
hone of reaching a salutlon of this phe-
nomena. Generally speaking: the ob-
ssrvations taken by the astronomers
to-day were confined to three separate
lnea of work—the old method of tele-
seople’ observations: vlowing of the
eclipse with the naked eye and the pho-
tozraphing of the phemomena of the
celipre.
Path of Totality Through Mexico,
. The path of totallty to-day began in
the Paclfic oecan just west of Mex)-
¢4, It pazsed eastwand across Mexico
and entering the United States near
*ow Orleans, procesded in a northeant-
erly direction untll it leaves the contl-
pent close to Norfolk, Va.  Then It
crossen the Atlantie, tonches Portugnl
and afterwards pagses across Northern
Afrl=a, leaving the earth finally near
th~ northern end of the Red sea.  Tn
this conntry the eities of New Orleans,
Moblle, Montgomery, Ralelgh and Nor-
folk were in the totality path. Desides
these citles the path of darkness Inelud-
e thirty other towns which are large
enougth tad have thelr names on the map,
Fow, If nny, observatory partles were
fortted at the large clties, for the rey-
son that they Tncked altitude, and an
unobetructed view for any distance was
not to s found,

Ths
third- government station was localed
at Pinehurst, N. . Prof. A. N, Skin-
per was In charge und his work for the
most part was of the same character as
that perfarmed by the Griffin observa-
tory,
Bplendid Staff of Observers.

Prof. Skinner has been on the ground
tor tWo weeks or more, his chiet work
belng to superintend the erection of one
of the largest cameras ever construct-
vd. This statlon is manned by five
members of the observatory staff and a
number of distinguished speciallsts,
among them Dr. Chase, of Yale. Ths
gelipse statlon of the Cabot observalo-
ry was located at Siloam, Ca, The
parly was sent out from the home of
the. phservatory, - Oakland, Cala; by
Prof. Jumes Dalber, a noted agtrono-
mer of San Franelicd. and ‘mémbers of
the Royal Astronomiéal Soclety of Lon-
don.

The permanent staff of ‘the Yerkes
obtservatory of the University of Chi-
cago, located their station at. Wadesbo-
ro, M. C., with Prof. Edwanl B. Bar-
nard in charge.

in position the magnificent photograph-
o telescape of six-lnch aperture’ and
focal length of sixty-two feet. This
telescape s capable of producing ple-
tures from sixteen to twenty inches in
dlameter. A delicate aparatus for meas-
uring the heat radiation of the corons
was also set up.
